EXPECTED TO PASS

It is ready foi 
market: quickly and does away with 
the expense of lengthy maintenance 
It solves for the farmer, the problem 
of the cost of a dairy herd. By breed 
ing a dairy cow, even an old Jersey at 
was done 'out here at Fulton recently 
with a pure beef sire, fine baby beef is 
produced. Milking is done away with 
the labor necessary to the conduct of 
a dairy herd can be dispensed- with.

ENGLISH LAST WOOD 


NOW; 
LEATHER SCARCE 


[SPECIAL TO THJ= GAZETTE.] 
:London, March 8.—England, faced 
with «n acute leather 
shortage, is 
adopting wooden shoes, commonly 
known in the Netherlands as clogs. 
This situation, which before the war 
would have been, hooted byi John Bull, 
today isjfaced calmly. Measures have 
been aken looking oward the develop- 
ment of the already established busi- 
ness of mrfking clogs. 
• 
To quote the Textile Mercury of 
Manchester on the subect: 
"Hundreds of London school chil- 
dren are now wearing clog's, which 
cost about 3 shillings a pair (73 cents) 
and (London County Council school 
teachers have been providing clogs 
for ill-shod pupils, who have -been pay- 
ing for them, by weekly installments 
of i3 .pence." 
The price of leather, states a writer 
in the paper mentioned, suggests that 
the business man of the future will 
clatter to business in his clogs. 
For 
country wear one can .buy an elegant 
pair of lace-up clogs at a quarter the 
! price cf equally efficient boots." Apart 
from the attention they would, attract, 
there is no reason why these should 
not be worn in "town." There is noth- 
ing .-undignified in the clog- worn by 
the Lancashire or Yorkrhire textile 
worker. Not a few of the captains of 
the textile industry have themselves 
worn clogs, and some at Jeast would 
not be ashamed to wear them again. 
The present home demand is so great 
that an order for 100,000 pairs of 
sabots for the Belgian government has 
•just had to be declined by a British 
clog-making firm.

John A. Hoeveler, recently with the X- 
lay Reflector company of Chicago, is 
he deputy in charge of this work. 
Thert- is at present great interest 
hroi'shout 
the state, 
and in 
fact 
hrou^liout the country, in better shop 
ightihg. This is due to the great in-j 
=reasi. in night work incident to nros- 
perity. This 
increased night work 
las meant increased 
accidents " and 
ickcess. This is to be attributed to 
iad artificial lighting. Most factories 
lave insufficient light for night wor-k, 
and again their 
lights are 
usually 
laced where they do little good. 
Some few factories are now well 
.ighted, and the industrial commission 
hopes to make "Wisconsin a leader in 
this movement. Mr. Hoeveler will 
visit factories throughout the state to 
Interest manufacturers in better shop 
lighting. In addition the commission 
will issue a bulletin 
on this subject 
which -will be 
distributed 
generally 
among manufacturers. It ivill also re- 
vise its orders upon shop lighting in 
co-operation with a. committee repre- 
sentative of the employers and em- 
ployes of the state.

KAKAPOS TvAKEN IN SNARES 


Simple Trick That Is Resorted To by 


New Zealanders to Trap Th«»e 


Wary Birds. 


The New Zealand knkapo, or Ir.rge 


parrot, with nil its credit for brains, 
allows itself to be caught In a very 
simple manner. 
In the dusk of the 


early dawn the Maoris, carrying tame 
kakapos tied to long sticks, set off to 
hunt. 
These are the call birds used 


to attract by their screams the large 
flocks of 
kakapos flying overhead. 


While one Maori tethers the cnil birds 
by the leg and sets them screaming to 
the full extent of their lusty lungs, an- 
other cuts ;is many perches as there 
are men in the himticj: party from the 
neighboring bush. 
By means of flnr 


bands these are lasiied firmly to differ- 
ent parts of n little lint or whare (In 
which tho hunters secrete themselves), 
so as to act as perches for the unsus- j 
pectlng birds. Each perch is so filed 
that it ciin be drawn down Into the | 
whare through the roof. On the perches j 
nre placed running nooses of flax, and | 
when nil is prepared each Maori sits j 
quietly within the whare with his flax i 
cord in his hand ready to pull at the | 
right moment. The call birds are then i 
disturbed by means of a long stickVand i 
presently n large flock ot parrots, hear- i 
ing their cries, wheel down and settle ' 
with a srent chartering in the adjacent ' 
trees. 
One by one they fly and set- ] 


tie on the perches of the whare to hold 
converse with the call birds, and when 
every perch is occupied n Maori gives 
thi; signal and the nooses are pulled. 
The hubbub of screaming acd scolding I 
as each percli with its captured parrot 
is drawn down into the whare can be 
best imagined. It is only equaled by 
the frantic excitement of the Maoris 
as they grasp the birds by the neck 
and throw them aside dead.

ELECTION RESULTS 
ALMOST IMMEDIATE 


WITH THIS SCHEME 


New York, March S.—Indications 
that one of the greatest obstacles^ to 
the prompt announcement of election 
results, such as handicapped the news- 
papers, in the last presidential elec- 
tion may -be removed 'before another 
presidential year, .are reflected in the 
action of the West Virginia leg-lsla- 
ture, following the example set by 
Kansas, in the creation, of -what _ is 
called "A Double Election Board. 
The measure is hailed by West Vir- 
ginia newspapers as one which will be 
appreciated by the general public to a 
greater extent than is realized by 
those not familiar with the present 
encumbrances which surround ballot- 
counting. They declare that the sue 
cess ol the experiment in Kansas last 
fall should attract attention in other 
states as a possible relief from such 
uncertainty as the whole country la- 
bored under for several days after the 
last election.

A few hours after the opening of 
the polls the national and state ballot 
boxes are removed from • their desig-

The old method, .which still obtains, 
in all the states except'Kansas and 
West Virginia, requires the casting of 
the ballot .tefore any counting is done, 
and tbis involved in some places from 
six to forty-eig-ht hours, delaying a 
still greater time the. compilation of a 
state or national vote. 


Thtj act of the. West Virginia legis-. 
lature in following the Kansas-exam- 
ple is called the Wier bill, .after James 
W. Wier, a newspaper man who is a 
member of the "West Virginia legisla- 
ture and who deemed that''some or 
the electrical and mechanical handicaps 
of election'; reporting belonged to the 
days when folks depended upon ths 
stage coach for their news, instead of 
the present era of the telephone-and 
wireless telegraph. In West Virginia 
for example, at the last election it 
was a week before it was known, pos- 
itively how the state had gone, and "it 
•was six weeks before the exact figures 
were compiled and published. 


What little opposition was met with 
in West Virginia in suggesting adop- 
tion of the Kansas method was to the. 
effect that the double election board 
involved additional expense, but ;ri 
the argument of the author of the bill- 
it is as inexpensive, to work two sets 
of men one day as it is to work one 
set of men for t--vo days.
